Forests of the Amazon. 


The central level of South America 
bears the local name of Selvus, (woods, | 
and extends along both sides of the river 
Amazon, from the Andes to the ocean. lt 
eluubraces an area about: six times larger 
than France, and of equal size with Kuro- 
pean Russia. It is an immense forest re- 
vion, with open patches of a similar char- 
acter of the Llanos, intersected by numer- 
ous rivers flowing into the great- basin of 
the Amazon. . This district is but. little 
known to Europeans, except ou the bor- 
ders of the streams: and many of these 
lave not been traversed through the whole 
of their course. The powerful vegetation 
here conceals, in a great measure, the uni- 
form level of the soil. The trees attain a 
great height, with straight clear stems, the 
foliage uniting in a canopy above, and 
leaving all beneath in perfect shade and 
quiet. This longitudinal development is 
unfavorable to protracted existence, as aye 


and climate soon attack the trees; but 


others very speedily fill up their vacant
